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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 16 September 2004 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In the remarks, Applicant refers to the limitations of "responsive to client requests in said arbitrary protocol to derive therefrom 
method requests on an object residing within an object server" as showing "the claimed invention avoids the need to translate messages, 
thereby avoiding the need for large amounts of code needed both at the server and the client's workstation. The claimed invention 
provides a protocol adapter framework so that new protocols can be easily added directly into the existing server, rather than trying to 
translate from one protocol to another." However, the claimed language is much broader than applicant suggests. Claimed subject 
matter, not the specification is the measure of the invention. Limitations in the specification cannot be read into the claims for the 
purpose of avoiding the prior art. See In re Self, 213 USPQ 1,5 (CCPA 1982); In re Priest, 199 USPQ 11, 15 (CCPA 1978). The 
Examiner has a duty and responsibility to the public and to Applicant to interpret the claims as broadly as reasonably possible during 
prosecution (see In re Prater, 56 CCPA 1381, 415 F.2d 1393, 162 USPQ 541 (1969)). 

During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given their broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the 
specification." In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). Applicant always has the opportunity to 
amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be 
interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969).
